The community by now has had tim« to 
digest the eleven solid columns of 
information provided by its legislators, as 
retailed in our last two issues. As usual, 
most of the items had heen considered 
already by the public, from one point of | 
view or another, and the various speakers ' 
at the Legislative Council advanred no | 
particularly new facts or arguments. The! 
Hon. Mr. Hewett dwelling at length on 
the estimates, adopted on the whole, and in 
the not very cheering circumstances, a 
wholesomely optimistic tore. Taking the 
points as they are recalled to memory, 
rather than in sequence, it is worth noting 
that Mr. Hewetr made one remark not 
intended to apply to His Excellency the 
GoveERNOR's objection to loans, but which 
might properly be geized upon as applicable. 
His sound remark that ‘‘the question of 
deferring public works to halance the 
. budget isa policy which can only be followed 
for a year orso at the imost’’, sufficiently 
implies that past generations have not paid 
for so many benefits as the present genera- 
tion, on the GoverNor's anti-loan policy, 
might reasonably expect to he enjnving. 
One salient feature of the history of the 
Colony, as recorded by Erret at least. is 
the way in which over and over again the 
policy of defermént has heen followed, not 
only to fit budgets, but so as not to interfere 
with the ambitions of Gevernors less con- 
scientious than the presentincumbent. We 
submit with very great respect for the 
contrary opinion of an administrator of 
proven ability that His Excetiency’s 
proposition was no more fair than the 
popular one that he quoted, “ Why should 
we pay for what will be enjoyed by another 
generation?’ Public works obtained by 
the loan system are paid for by present and 
future generations, by, in fact, all parties 
who enjoy them. It is the fairest way of 
distributing the cost. Often the present 
generation begins to pay actually before 
enjoyment, when interest falls due before 
completion of the work. Those arguments 
typified by the remark of some forgotten 
humourist who said, “ Hang posterity, 
What has posterity done for us?", ure of 
course never satisfactory. We olject to 
them whichever way they turn, In China 
che children support the parents, aud are 
in turn supported by their children, and 80 
on. In Europe the precise reverse is the 
case, but there often arise instauces where 
the rule cannot be adhered to. Some 
children have to do double duty, supporting 
both their pareats and their children. In 
such circumstances there can he no talk cof 
what is “fair” or unfair. Some of our

For Mr. Hewett's plea for the treesiof 
the Colony we are thankful, but it was dot 


‘smice’ of him to say ‘it is a very small 
matter”. ‘Tuere is a very large party io 
the Colony which considers it a very 


importaut matter indeed. While ‘talking 
of amall matters, in addition to the chronic 
pool at Blake Pier,notel by Mr. Hewert, 
we mav mention the poals which have 
several times in the last fortnight collee’ed 
in Queen’s Road opposite the Connaught 
House hlock, and in Des Veeux Road at 
the approach to our own offices. We are 
informed that these hav: been occurring 
for many vears, and that the drainage there 
is considered difficult. This is no excuse 
so near the sea, with such a vradient, and 
we regard both ag nuisances that ought to 
be abolished at once. During the recent 
rains, people in those frequented localities 
have had to wade waist-deep in Queen's 
Road, and knee-deep in Des Veeux Road 
Stock iu adjacent stores was damaged, and 
the public health seriously endangered. If 
there be a difficulty, it is surely one that 
must be overcome, There were to» many’ 
items mooted, however, for us to refer to 
them all; and it will be admitted that the 
variousspeakers dealt with them adequately. 
The outlook for the local opium trade, in 
more than one aspect, threatens to raise the 
question of the advisability of the Govern. 
ment itself runuing the Farm. As soon as 
there is less pressure of business before the 
Council, we would he glad to have the 
question mooted and officially discussed. 
Information and opinion of value would 
doubtless be forthcoming on this many-sided 
question, and its discussion could hardly do 
harm. Indeed, it might amend the notions 
of the tenderera somewhat. 

There is one pointin which the public 
could easily assist, and in some degree 
obviate the disadvantage they are under 
with a bureaucratic or preponderatingly 
official government instead of a representa- 
tive one.

The writer of to-day's letter dealing with 
matters to ha investigated by the Typhoon 
Commission makes a proposal which we do 
not thiak ix expectel to he taken seriously, 
but we trust that he will be welcomed as a 
witness at the enquiry now proceeding. It 
is evident by recent semi-official remarks, 
noting the allegation that our — local 
Observatory’s relations with Mauila are not 
as cordial as they ought to be, and 
suggesting that it was long ago proved 
groundless, that “ exoneration”’ looms too 
largely in certain quarters. We have before 
us the fourth volume of the 1900 report. of 
the Philippine Commission, aud it is 
ridiculous to assert, in face of its records, 
that the relations of the two neighbouring ~ 
Observatories are or have been what the 
public has 2 right to demand. Though the 
present system may or may not be entirely 
the result of one official’s personal 
prejudices, we take it that the Government 
is ultimately responsible. If the present 
enquiry finds that there is not the fullest 
co-operation with the weather experts of 
Manila, the Government can at once order 
that it must be inaugurated. If that order 
should be neglected, or only half-heartedly 
obeyed, then the radical proposal of 
Captain OvrErBripas might become a 
practical policy. Certainly things cannot 
go on as they are 

Considering the general feeling on the 
matter, which has been manifesting itself 
sporadically and frequently during the last. 
half dozen years, it is hardly necessary to 
repeat what has been so often said. It may 
refresh sume memories, however, to show 
why and how the Manila Observatory was 
‘vindicated and rehabilitate 1 in 1899”. It 
appears that nineteen years before the 
Government of Hongkong earnestly begged 
that “a daily and methodical exchange 
of meteorological notes be made” between 
Man la and Hongkong. The Manila experts 
willingly agreed, and there is abundant 
testimony on record that Hongkong fully 
appreciated the benefit of receiving typhoon 
warnings from Manila. Three years later, 
it is clear that Mr. W. Doserck exhibited 
a sid want of tact in his relations with the 
disinterested men who were doing such 
excellent work, but nothing _ really 
unpleasant seems to have occurred uatil 
1898. There were before that date’ 
complaints that he suppressed Manila 
warnings, “at times to the detriment of 
navigition”, but that was Met by them 
being sent in duplicate, one to him and ove 
to the Spanish Consulate. The latter sent 
them to the Press, und so the shipping 
people no longer depended so much on 
the newly-established Observatory. The 
Report ofthe Philippine Commmigsion to the 
American President, pages 121 and 122, 
states :— 

At the ead of 1898 the director of the British 
meteorological serzico at Hongkong, taking 
advantage of the favorable opportunity offered 
by the serions circa ns‘ances through which 
these islands were pissing, addressed himsult to 
the Agricaltural Department of the Govern- 
ment of the United States of Americ, in tarms 
very unfavorable to the directors of the Manila

G vernment especially to the scandalous alarm 
which, according to him, the alarming pre- 
dictions of typhoons sent out by this observatory 
and published in the newspapers of the neigh- 
boring colony frequently caused. The imme- 
diate effect of this accusation was theorder given 
by the Secretary of War of the United States 
that from that time all notices f typhoons sent 
by telegraph from Manila to points outside 
of the Phlippine Archipelago shou'd be 
nded. 

The indignation which this act caused iu the 
press of Manila and Hongkong, in marine 
circles and mercantile communities, and in 
general in all the inhabitants of the Far East, 
the curious reader may see in a collection of 
documents entitled ‘“ I'he meteorological service 
of the Manila observatory vindicated, and 
rehabilitated "| which was published in Manila 
about the middle of the present year (1899). 

The Chamber of Commerce of Hongkong 
protested vigorously before the colonial 
government against the suspension of the 
announcements of typhoons from Manila, so 
contrary to the maritime and -commercial 
interests df the ar Fast, in view of which the 
government of Hongkoog addressed an official 
communication to the military governor of the 
Phi ippine Islands requesting the revocation of 
the order prohibiting tbe anuouncements of 
typhoocs, as the director of the Hongkong 
observatory had not b-en authorized in any way 
for the request made on his own responsibility 
to the Secretary of Agriculture of the United 
States, acainst the will of his own government 
and contrary to the welfars of the colony. 

The governor-general of the Philippines 
granted the petition of the colonial governor 
of Hongkong, and under date of April 3 the 


communication in which said order was revoked 
and he was told to continue sending out from 
the islands his notices of typhoons which were 
so much desired in Hongkong. 

In this way, thanks to the unanimous testimony 
of public opinion and especially to the att tude 
taken by the Chamber of Commerce-of Hong- 
kong. the meteorological department of the 
wanila observatory was reinstated in the esteem 
of the Government of the United states which 
has begun to support this institution, recogniz- 
ing the same official character which the 
Spanish Go ernment gave it in 1&84. 

The same. report mentions that about the 
same time a high official of the British Fleet 
at Hongkong requested Admiral Dewey to 
re-establish the broken cable, “if he did 
not wish to make himself responsible for 
the loss of life and property which would 
doubtless result from the lack of telegraphic 
advices cf typhoons from the Manila 
Observatory.” It also mentions, without 
suggesting the Consul’s reason or reasons, 
that the American Consul at Hongkong 
asked that the warnings should be sent to 
him in the same way as was dove under 
the Spanish regime. There is a piece of 
evidence, however, which will have still 
greater weight in Hongkong, and which 
some of the speakors at the Legislative 
Council on Sept. 27th might have over- 
looked. What the Chamber of Commerce

home. It is curious to observe the methods 
by which Japan is endeavouring to.centre 
in her own hands the effectual control of 
the whole of the trade of the Pacific. She 
has been seeking to establish at home a 
gigantic series of monopolies, only one: of 
which, but that the most important, is that 
of the railways. This is, of course, a matter 
for Japan’s own consideration, only as it is 
ultimately to be paid for out of British 
pockets it is a fair subject for British 
comment. At best, politically the policy 
is dangerous. But another, and even less 
defensibla method is to be found in her 
wholesale subsidation of steamers and ship- 
ping generally, which forms an essential 
part offier policy. She has been endeavour- 
ing by such means to gain control of the 
entire carrying trade of the Pacific. True, 
Germany has herein set her an example, 
though on a small scale, but what Germany 
has been doing in # small way Japan has 
‘been essaying on a wholesale scale to the 
no small disturbance of her own revenues. 
Germany has little debt to hamper her 
expansion, while Japan has already heavily 
mortgaged her finances. We have already 
spoken of the manner in which these 
shipping subsidies have been made use of

direct subsidies but are ,given on the 
understanding that in all cases the freights 
shall be preferential,.in many cases as much 
as fifty per cent; and even in some instances 
to guaranteeing losses, Our informant has 
also spoken of the practice of the Japanese 
(overnment in directly fiuanciug Exports, 
which by means of the banks and other 
large undertakings it has been doing ona 
large scale at the rate of four per cent. It 
was by such means that while the Govern- 
ment was making promises to tho British 
Government that it was by every means 
endeavouring to open up the country, and 
was desirous of nothing so much as “the 
Open Door” it was, (in a way we 
have already accounted for with strict 
impartiality) flooding the country with its 
own goods. This, from the British mere 
chant’s point of view, was bound to look 
fishy; aud he is not to ba blamed if his 
judgment be a little harsh. Four per cent 
was of course a lower rate than private 
merchants elsewhere had been paying for 
accommodation, but his explanation of this 
was that the money thus used “ to hinder’

THE KOWLOON RAILWAY.)

There is na cause for public concern in tlie

British section of the Kowloon-Cantan 
railway, The recent conditions have been 
somewhat exceptioual, owing to the typhvan 
and other circumstances, but the-officials in 
charge are capable of adjusting matters. 


D fferent men have different ideas, and 
there has been some talk ahout the 
respective usefulness und reliability of 


[adian coolies, of north countrymen, and of 
local men. The advantage of the local 
labourer, when he can be obtained. in 
su fiicicut numbers, is that he is acclimatibed, 
whereas, as we have seen, the men from 
North China, who are better workers, liave 
enntracted more sickness than was expected. 
However, difficulties on this section are being 
met as they arise; and with the constant 
and peculiarly capable supervision of His 
Excellency the Governor, who is over at 
all times and in nll weathers, the public 
may rest assured that in the absence of 
official intimation otherwise, satisfactory 
progress is being made. The typhoon has, 
unfortouately, undone a lot of the work 
accomplished, particularly in the road-hed,. 
Some of the outside labourers have taken 
advantage of the disturbed arrangements 
to take tHings easy, in addition to those 
who are really unfit, but there are still 
many working away willingly. They are 
also heginning to understand better what 
is expected of them. The New Territory 
coolies had to he most car fully and 
nainstakingly drilled, and in addition to 
that, it is no longer a secret that the 
farmers and elders of the district for some 
time did nothing to make things easy for 
them. The local correspondeut of Reuter’s 
Agency has sent the news to Englaad ia 
the following guarded words : a 
“Another difficulty which has to he guarded 
against is the restrained ire—confin-d to cartaiu 
limited localities only—of those peasant 
proprieters whose land har been r--entered 
hy the Government. They maintain a thay 
have be'n io som way or anothar despoilad of 
their properly. although, as a matter of fact, 
the Government has be2n, not merely scrupalous- 
ly fair in all its dealings with the farmers, bat 
has even erred on the site of genorosity. Still 
the farmers seem to feel that they have some 
sort of grievance and watch the progress. of 
the railway with no friendly eye. The greatest 
precautions have therefore to be taken to prevent 
& quarrel arising between tha coolies andthe 


farmers. As may bodes Cup the coolies are 
by no means. too y disposed, and the

théir feelings in a conflict with the labourers, 
The whole object of the Europeans is to con- 


coolies who are inclined to. become obstreperous 
through an exuberance of spirits. They have 
succeeded so far in preventing anything like a 
disturbance, bat little instances, having no 
significance and not being worth recording, 
have occurred, which serve to show that there 
is some semblance of danger in the situation. 

We have already chronicled the com- 
mencement of preliminary shaf-sinking for 
the three mile tunnel through the Lion's 
Head. mountain, and by this time the 
Ciamond drills expected from England 
should be about due.

Swatow were engulfed in June, 1865; consider- 

able damage to songkong was done in July, | 


1868; there were three typhvons in the follow- 
ing year, 1867, in August, teptember, and 
October, which caused serious disasters afloat 
and ashore. The first drove four large vessels 
ashore, sank two, and wrecked inoumerable 
jonks. It is a grim calculation how many 
junks have been thus lost since the harbour was 
first used. In September 1870 a typhoon 
occasioned great damage to life and property, 
breaking up the Praya wall, sinking a steamer 
and a yacht, while junk wreckage ‘covered the 
Praya.” Hundreds of lives were lost. In 
Bept. 1871, just a year later, the same scenes 
were enacted. The town was badly wrecked, 
many vessels were damaged ‘or stranded, and 
two barques were totally lost. We have 
previously mentioned the famous one of 1874. 
It came on Sept 22nd of that year, “the 
severest disaster that ever befell the Colony.” 
‘It was a typhoon of “ unprecedented suddenness 
and power.” It commenced in the evening, 
when small boats were still plying on the 
harbour, and was at its height shortly after 
midnight. The tide was exceptionally high at 
the time and an earthquake appears to have 
occurred whilst the typhoon was raging. Ona the 
morning. of 23rd September, 1874, the town 
looked as if it had undergone a terrific bom- 
bardment. Thousands of houses were unroofed, 
hundreds of European and Chinese dwellings 
were in ruins, large trees had been torn out 
by the roots and burled to a distance, most of 
the streets were impassable, being obstructed 
with fallen trees, roof. timber, window frames 
and mounds of soil thrown up by the bursting 
of drains. Business was at a complete stand-- 
still for several days. The Praya was covered 
with wrecked sampans and the debris of junks 
and ships, whilst in every direction dead bodies 
were seen floating about or scatlered along 
the ruins of what was once the Praya wall. 
Thirty-five foreign vessels, trusting on their 
anchors, were wrecked or badly injured. Over 
3,000 lives were lost in the harbour within the 
spaco of about six hours, during which time 
the screams of Chinese in distress on the 
water were heard by residents, on the upper 
levels of the town, to rise above the terrific din 
of the storm. The Hospital-ship Mcanec, the 
only ship in harboar which held on to her 
anchors, had her four anchors twisted into 
one mass of tangled iron, the photograph of 
which is a curious sight. Special attraction 
for sightseers, who came out in thousands to 
view the havoc which had been wrought, was 
afforded by two steamers, the Leonore and the 
Albay, wrecked on the Praya wall near Victoria 
wharf, and the Pacific mail-steamer Ada-ka, 
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| officers were appointed and stations fixed, 


funds were raised and left, after the purct ase 
of the needful apparatus, a large . sum 
in hand (June 6, 1876). A life-boat was talked 
of, additional funds were voted by Legislative 
Council (December 11, 1876), and after that the 
whole scheme was allowed to drop. 

NATURAL THANKFULNESS. 

The Free Press says: Singapore may suffer 
many disabilities as compared with the more 
energetic and wealthier Hongkong, but at least 
we are spared the periodical infliction of 
typhoons, with all their tale of death and 
destruction. And for that immunity we cannot 
be too thankfaol. As misfortunes proverbially 
never come single, it is unpleasant to sde that 
“another typhoon is expected.’ This is almast 
adding insult to injury; as though one 
experience of the kind were not enough for any 
ordinary lifetime. The details of this great 
typhoon must be exciting reading, and we await 
the arrival of the Hongkong mails with anxious 
interest.

YAUMATI. 

Several houses were unroofed at Yaumati 
and the walls damaged, but no one was injured. 

THE 8UPREME COURT. 

After the typhoon there was scarcely a 
pane of glass left in the windows of the 
Sapreme Court. Glaziers are now at work 
making good the damage done, and other 
repairs are being carried out.

AWAITING CONFIRMATION. 

It was reported at the Harbour Office that 
two lighters and a junk were observed on 
Saturday behind Stonecutters drifting 
helplessly before the storm. Some people were 


blown ashore and left high and dry on the 
beach at Aberdeen. The loss of the river. 
steamer White Cloud near Macao also 
attracted much attention. The amount of 
property destroyed in Hongkong within those 
six terrible hours was estimated at five 
million dollars. A fire that broke out while 
the typhoon was at its height was actually 
put ont by the force of the wind. Her Majesty 
sent (November 18, 1574) a message expressing 
her sincere regret for the suffering which this 
sad calamity occasioned. The brothers Tanffer, 
who had specially distinguished themselves 
by daring and successful efforts to save lives, 
were presented (January 7, 1876) at the hands 
of the Governor, with a testimonial by the 
Royal Humane Society. But very little was 
done to utilize the lessons taught by this 
typhoon. Meanwhile anvther typhoon swept 
over the Colony (May 32, 1875). It did little ; 
damage, however, though Macao and Canton 
suffered severely, as evidenced by the wreck , 
of the river steamer Poyang, on her way from 
Canton to Macao, when some 100 lives were ' 
lost.

The wail of 
the Praya Grande from the Governmunt House 
to Chunambeiro is entirely destroyed. and 
several thousands of dollara will now be required 
foritsrepair. As usual the sea rose abnormall 
high, and houses on the sea front were flooded, 
while the heavy rains also flooded-the Rua de 
Campo, the S. Lazaro district and the fields in 
the suburbs of the city. So far only one death 
(of a workman who was killed by the falling 
of a house in conrse of construotion) is 
recorded.

MISCELLANEOUS. 

The accumulation of rubbish and wreckage, 

the result of the typhoon, is being rapidly 
removed from the Praya. The steel barge, 
hired by the Sanitary Board, is takiog large 
quantities out to sea, and with the other 
methods io op3ration, the presence of this 
danger to public health should b3 removed in a 
day or two. ; 
On Oot, 3rd at the Magistracy Captain Clark 
proceeded against four men on a charge of inti- 
miditing the workers engaged in refloating the 
“Kinshan.” They had endeavoured to induce 
the coolies to strike for more wages and also 
«xpressed a wish, tantamount to a threat, that 
the men should be placed under them. The 
case was remanded for a week. 

The landslip which took place in Macdonnell 
Roa | last week-end as the result of the typhoon 
bas been responsible for three deaths. The body 
of the third coolie buried under the fall of the 
earth has besn recovered. All the men who 
were rescned and sent t> the hospital are making 
satisfactory progre 8. 

We adaratana that the Roman Catholic 
ecolesiastical authorities in Hongkong have, 
throagh the Very Revd. P.de Maria, the Pro- 
Vicar Apostolic, offered to the Typhoon Relief 
Committee to take iato the charitableinstitutions 
under their charge a'l orphan children whose 
parents were lost during the sypaoon of 18th 
September.

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FORETOLD BY FORMOSA. 
Sicawei, Sepiember 22, 19U0. 

So many naval officers, shipmasters and other 
friends bave applied to the observatory for 
information respecting the disastrous typhoon 
of the 18th. that we feel we meet a general 
desire in publishing at onca the following notes, 
though they must necessarily be very imperfect 
and will have to be completed, and perhaps 
corrected, when the observations and documents 
are at hand, which we hope to receive as usual 
by the kindness of our navigating friends, 

The storm was a typhoon, with a narrow 
diameter, but regularly shaped : somewhat of 
the type of the one which took tbe coast between 
Amoy and Swatow, during the night of the 9th 
instant. . 

The first signs of the new disturbance were 
once more given by the Japanese observations 
in the islands E. of Formosa, the importance 
of which cannot be over-estimated. With these 


‘avd the telegrams from Formosa, we were 


enabled to send the first warning; “ Typhoon 
Sonth of Meiaco Sima” to put ships leaving 
for the South upon their guard. This was 
cabled to the China Coast Semaphores, on 
Saturday, 15th, at 11.30 a.m. 

The direction of the centre could not yet be 


surmised. The bulletin printed the following position; a strong current had set in, owing

The wors' of the cyclone was not in the centre 
of the isobars, which are shown surrounding 

Formosa, on the Sicawei daily charts, but in 

the southernmost part, near the Bashee 

Channel. It may be that the violent vortex was 
| formed not far from Formosa. 
| Two points seem quite clear: First that 
the vortex, while advancing Westward, was 

| deepening more and more; indeed, though it 

did wot pass so far from the 9. Cape 
as from the Pescadores, yet the fall of the 
glass at Hokoto (Pescadores) was heavier than 
at the other station (Koshun). The next day, 

still at Swatow, the minimum was lower. 
though at still greater distance. The second 
remark is that the storm which first travelled 
to W.N.W., (roughly seems to have deflected 
little by little to W. or possibly W.S.W. as 
| it approached the China coast. The reason 
may have been the high reading then prevailing 
in Siberia and Mongolia, which were progres- 
| sively encroaching over the Yangtze Valley. 

From the 15th fo the l6th tke barometer had 

risen from 34.24 to 30.35 at Troizkossavgk (3. 

| of Lake Baikal). . 
| Asa consequence, the pressure went up from 
the 16th to the 17th, from 29.76 to 30.04 at 
Shanghai, and to 30.00 at Hankow and 
Tchand This served to make the gradient 
steeper and to inoreass the violence 'of the 
vortex. 

As far as can be seen, from the curves traged 
with the tri-daily observations received from 
Formosa, the centre passed on the !6th, about 9 
a.m., off the S. Cape, and about 3 p.m., &. of 
the Pescadores, where a heavy N.W. gale was 
felt at 1 p.m. (These measures are of courss only 
approximate). Henceforth, from lack of 
stations, it is not possible for us, with our 
actual scanty information to trace out the move- 
ments of the centre, through the spacious stretch 
of sea, south of the Channel, 

The first information at our disposal is from 
the M. M. steamer Oceanien carrying the 
Freneh Mail to Shanghai. The ship left 

| Hongkong, on the 17th, at 3.30 p.m. When 
1out of the Hongkong passas, Commandant 
Couret noted, in his very full report, very 
variable KE. breez>s, with light (but well-marked 
E. ly swell. Whether this swell was due to the 
very unsteady breezes, or was the swell of 
the typhoon, cannot be determined with any 
cerlainty, though the latter alternalive seems 
the more likely. Woesther remained fair until 
8..U p.m. when tho sky became overcast and 
lightning was seen near the horizon. At ¥Y.3U 
p.m. squalls began to be felt, first from E. N. *. 
then from N. . . as they became steadier and 
more violent. The seas from F, and 8. E. were 
soon enormous, aud the Captain was forced to 
heave to, steering E.{o keep clear of the coast, 
the ship labouring heavily.

As regards Hongkong the particulars of the 
catastrophe are too well-known to be Ay gedeon 
here. The daily fall of the 17th, been 
rather deep, bat we do not know reaped the 
time of the lowest reading during the storm. 
Taking as an approximation 9.30 am., in the 
middle of the hurricine we find that from the 
passage S. of the French Mail, the cyclone had 
travelled with a velocity of about 13.7 miles an 
hour. The rate was apparently increasing from 
Formosa. When we compare the curves traced 
on the tri-daily observations of South Cape and 
the Pexscadores, it avycer that neary 7 hours 
were taken to pass from the first station to 
the second: now, from the 8. end of 
Formosa the passage, 8. of the Opeanien, 
the distanca was crossed on the track, in about 
; 34 hours, which makes a mean velocity of 7. 5°

8 n,—Re typhoou of the 18th instant, I 
would call your attention to the Manila daily 
weather report of the 13th as issued from that 
observatory. 

* . acometer falling in Northern and Western 
Luzon and almost stationary in the rest of the 
Archipelago. There is a centre of depression 
to the West of North Luzon. Without being 
dangerous for the Archipelago it will cause 
winds from the 3rd quadrant on the Western 
coasty and especially in thé South of China and 
Sulu seas with rains and thanderstorms 
etc., etc.” 

At an interview, on the 24th instant, with 
Father Algué director of the Manila Observa- 
tory, inventor of the barocyclonometer, anthor 
of ‘Cyclones of the Far East,’ the recognised 
text book on the subject, and certai 
the greatest living authority on the subject 
of typhoons, he stated that this depression was 
probably the beginning of that memorable and 
disastrous storm of the 13th, gradually gaining 
power and size, it rushed across the China sea 
with what result we know. 

This will show the necessity of a harmonious 
understanding between the two observatories 
which is scarcely poss ble whilst the present 
director here is in charge, he having gratuitously 
insulted the reverend father in 1898 by 
roporting him to the » grioultural Department 
of the United States of America, “calling the 
attention of raid Government especially to the 
scandslous alarm which, according to him, the 
alarming predictions of typhoons sent out ' y the 
Manila observatory and published in the papers 
of Hongkong frequently caused. Vide Keport 
of Puilippine Commission 1999, Vol Vy, 
pages 12] and 122. The result of this naturally 
was the order that from that time all notices 


of typhoons seot from Manila to pointa 
outside the Philippine Islands, should be 
suspeoded.” 


This raised such a storm of indignation in the 
press of beth Hongkong and Manila and the 
Hongkong Chambee of Commerce to vigorously 
protested that this order was revoked, but even 
uow the notices come throuvh the U. 8. Consul, 
and we are indebted to his cour for their 


publication, instead of having a ect under- 
standing between the observatories of Manila, 
Sicawei and Hon gkong. ‘ 

To this end the present Meteorological Office 
and Observatory should certainly be entrusted to 
the Jecuit fathers, working quietly, unobtrusive! 
and faithfully “to the greater glory of God ” an 
for the general benefit of mankind and by whom 
wo, sailors, swear.

In short he was an cxcellent type of an English 
gentleman. 

Sinoy the disastrous typhoon of 18th Feptem- 
ber he was unusually depressed. The death of 
Bishop Hoare was a great blow to him and the 
sense of keeri personal loss which he experienced 
affected his spirits. Then he contracted a chill 
in the course of bis duties during the few days 
following the typhoon and on Monday week he 
was at duty as usual but was persuaded to go 
home, as if was apparent to those around him 
that he was anything but well. «till nothing 
serious was anticipated. But complications 
ensued. His condition became more 
critical and his adviser, Dr. Macriot, 
regarded if as grave. During the last 
few days he was kept alive on champagne, 
being unable to take any other form of nourish. 
ment. He gradually weakened and the end 
came peacefully yesterday afternoon. 

The deceased officer was a man who had 
distinguished himself in the service of his 
country. Born in May, 1855, he wag thas in 
his 52nd year when he died. Entering the 
Navy, he early saw active service. In 1876 
He took part in the punitive expedition up 
the River Gambia. He was with the 
naval Brigade during the Kaffir War of 
1877-8, and went through the Egyptian 
campaign in 1882. Frior to that he saw service 
in Cii-a, being in 1879 lent by the Admiralty 
for work under the Chinese Government. In 
1885 he was engaged on the Somali coast, 
and from 1892 to 18%t he was employed as 
commander in the ‘aval Jntelligence 
Department. Ho was appointed Captain of 
the Port of Gibraltar in 1898 where he 
was a great influence for good among 
the uien of both services. When the port 
passed into naval administration it be- 
came. necessary that an officer on the active 
list should fill the position. Captain Barnes- 
‘Lawrence was accordiogly transferred to Hong- 
kong, where he arrived in the egrly part of 
1904 and took over the duties of harbour master. 
The fact that be held two decorations, médals 
for the Egyptian and Kaffir wars, testifies to 
his conduct in the time of battle. 

It is no straining of lan uage to say that 
Captain Barnes-Lawrence was the most po; ular 
mao that ever filled the post of harbour 
master. Notooly was he covsiderate in every 
respect to the members of the shipping com- 
munity and always ready to advance their 
interests cons stently with a due regard to 
the rights of the aclony, but he was kindly 
disposed to all who worked under him, and 
the staff at the harbour office feel that in bis 
passing away they have lost a real friend. He 
met every one as a man but no one ever failed 
fo recognise his position. Apart from bis 
duties in the harbour department, he took 
a not inconsiderable part in the government 
of the Colony. He hada seat at the Legisla- 
‘tive Council, but though he was one of those 
members who was not always on bis feet addres- 
siog the assembly, whenever he did speak his 
words were listened to, and his opinions 
treated with the greatest respect. Only 
a few weeks ago he made an interesting 
speech explaining the ordinance to amend 
the Merchant thippiog Ordinance. he 
further consideration of this measure was to 
have lengaged the Council last Thursday, but 
in the absence of the Harbour Master it was 
pes‘ poned.

_Taking Psalm 90, V. 1 as his text, he 
| said: I have chisen the words of this psalm 
i for two reasons. First, becanse I thiak that 
in the words of this psalm, more than any o her 
portion of God's word, we find utterances that 
are sititable to express the feelings and emotions 
of our hearts to-diy. in the faces of the common 
calamity, and secondly in the face of the special 
aud peculiar calamity to as who worship in this 
church. ‘I'he second reason why I have chosen 
these words is because in all human probability 
the eyes of our desr Bishop rested on these 
words on the day of his translation. ‘J hey 
are the words of the first psalm for the 
eighteenth day of the month, and I have no 
doubt that on the morning of that day. in his 
prayers and devotions, he dwelt on the 
words of this psalm, aud he would think the 
thoughts that you and I will think this 
morning. Truly, our hearts go out in sympathy 
with. all who sorrow to-day. They go out to the 
homes of those ten thousand Chinese who, with- 
out waroing, were suddenly swept away. Truly 
the human heart is the same. They were 
pagans. They knew not the comfort of these 
words, but still the human heart is torn by the 
same emotions and by the same sorrows ; and 
ours go ont to them. Onur hearts go ont to 
those families of the seafaring community in 
a world-wide service. “e think of them and it 
draws us nearer toone another. Woe say in the 
words that were left to us, ‘‘ Through the love 
of God our Saviour all will be well.” So, my 
dear friends, I would ask you this morning just 
to think for a brief spacs of the words of the 
Hebrew sage. There are certain thoughts in 
his mind, bat whether san | bee oy 8 calamity 
or not, or by dwelling on the general uncertainty 
of human affairs we do not know ; but he gives 
us five thoughts for our contemplation, and if 
you will bear with mo [ willtry to be his 
interpreter this moraing. Thera is first 
of allthe thought embodied in the psalm “the 
Lord hath been our dwelling place for all 
generations.” He thought of his forefathers, 
of those who wandered from Urr. He thought 
of the time of preparation, and of the wan- 
derings in the wilderness, and looking back 
through all the wanderings through all the 
changing scenes, days and nights of trouble, 
he could say “ [hog hast been our refage.”’ 
You aud I this moraing after two thousand 
years of Christian experience, through all the 
changing scenes of life, in trouble and in joy, 
are ab'e also to say “the Lord hath been our 
refuge.” Hore I think it would be right to 
| say in view of the exaltation of modern thought 
and modera judgment, when. the world bows 
before the fetish of intellectualism, the fotish 
' of will, the fetish of power, “what is .msa ” 
You remember that terribleday at Martinique, 
with one strong blast of poisonous wind from

o., Messrs. Wing Kee. Mr. Kwok * 
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the heart of the volcano thousands of men 
were gone inthe twinkling of an eye. Only 
the other dey that city of the golden gate, 
with its palnces, its great business establish- 
ments, its g.eat wealth stored up in its banks, 
stood in its pride. A few tremorsof the earth 
and the whole thing vanished like the fabric of 
a dream. Again we saw on that sad morning 
of the 18th the fateful typhoon took us: unpre- 
pared and the evening closed with broken hear s 
and homes in sorrow. After indicating the 
thoughts suggested by the prayer of the Hebrew 
sage, the ker continued. This is nota time 
to Fo abe the anger or of the wrath of ¢ od.- 
God speaks not in wrath. No God forbid. He 
rays “T am the resurrection and the life.” 
What is the message of Jesus. Jesus Christis 
our Bee etion, He is a propitiation for our 
sins, ecame not to reveal the wrath of God. 
He tells us himself that God sn loved the world 
that he gave his only begotten son that whoso- 
ever believeth in him should not perish but have 
everlasting life. I feel that if our dear bishop 
could speak to us this morning he would not 
have emphasised the grief that we could no 
help. We aranowhere told that the flood of tears 
shall be locked. Because we are human, because 
we are men and women, the floodgates open and 
we express our emotions in tears, The bishop 
would have said to us “ Make the prayer of this 
Hebrew sage yours’, and pray for these things 
which I have been trying to interpret. 
I feel that I cannot close without a few per— 
sonal words regarding the gracious life of which 
we have been bereaved. He made his choice 
when his school and college days were over. He 
seemed to have settled his life on 
these lines. When he came out to China 
a young man he settled in Ningpo, where he 
gave his time and he gave bis talent and he gave 
his wealth and he gave all his capacity. He 
founded a training college at Ningpo. I 
was looking the other day over what was left in 
his study, the piles of books in Chinese repre- 
senting his study and his daily teaching to 
impress upon the Chinese mind the characteristic 
of the Christian life. ¢or 25 years he laboured 
there, and he gave all that was best in him to 
the work. Some 80 or 90 young men passed in 
those years under hig moulding influence, and 
they are now working, most of them, in 
their native province, Then there came 
the period all too brief for the church 
at large when he served as bishop in the 
adjoining province of Fukien. ! know 
what it meant: hills and valleys to be 
traversed, schools, churches and congregations 
to ba visited, aod thousands of people 1o be 
confirmed, More than all, the foundations of 
the native church to be securely laid in the 
province in which he ministered. And io this 
last remaining section of the great diocese of 
Victoria he was hoping to expand and extend 
itin every direction. Now the labourer’s task 
is o'er. Now the soldier's fight is finished. We 
hang up the sword; we hang up the shield, and 
we mourn his loss. The bishop was evera 
gentleman; he was ever gentle as a christian 
ought to be, gentle with all men, under 
poe still gentle. And he was just. I 
ave known him for twenty years, and cannot 
recall a single instance where he ever said a 
word of any man that was better uuosaid. He 
was always fair, always just and always gentle. 
Last of allhe was wise. He knew when to 
speak, and he knew when to be silent. He 
knew when to admonish, and he knew when to 
be glad. Hoe was essentially a wise man with 
the wisdom that comes from God. In conclusion 
the preacher expressed sympathy with the wife 
and family of the deceased bishop. 

At the close of the service the organist played 
the Dead March in Saul, and the congregation 
remained standing. 

In the afternoon a memorial sarvice in Chinese 
was held. 

Memorial services were algo conducted at St. 
Peter’s church.

EUROPRAN POLICE DESERTIONS. 


DEEP-8SKATED DIsSATISFACCION. 


On Sept. 29th threa members of the European 
polics force absented themselves from duty—one 
sergeant and two constables, —and it ia reported 
that two of them have journeyed northwards by 
steamer. Only one explanation of this desertion 
is offered — that it is the direct outcome of 


the publication of the refnsal of the home - 


authorities to take any steps lo imprové the 
financial condition of the oivil servants. : 

For some time the public have heard the 
outory of the civil sercants that the rising 
dollar was bringing their wages down to the 
verge of mere subsistence, and while public 
sympathy was with the men, hopes were ex- 
pressed that the efforts of the Governor 
to procare better conditions would be success- 
ful. But the Secretary of State has not 
seen his way to make any alterations and 
the hopes of a large body of men in govern- 
ment service have been dashed to ths ground, 
Not unnaturally the men feel highly indignant 
that their reasonable complaints have been 
ignored, and as already indicated the action 
of the three men who have deserted is regarded 
as the outcome of that offlcia) refusal which 
showed that there was little chance of improv- 
ing the conditions under which they merely 
existed. 

The case as it affects the saritary inspectors 
is already pretty well known but the police have 
had to bear their hardships and grievances in 
comparative silence. The dissatisfaction among 

The constable is discon- 
tented with his dwindling wage, and the inspeo- 
tor has no cause to feel Jubilant. A constable 
just now draws about $6u at 3/- a dollar. True, 
be has quarters provided, but out of that amount 
he has to pay hia mess bill, which embraces 
only food and attendance and probably amounts 
to 830 a month. The ordivary incidental ex- 
penses may absorb another $5 or $10 a month, 
so that indulgensa in luxuries is out of the 
question. Then if he has to assist his parents 
at home, his position is much worse. 

To ascarlain the police point of view a Daily 

| Press representative hada conversation yesterday 
with a member of the force. He declared that 
the force was deteriorating as the result of the 
cheese-paring policy that was being followed. 
Tho men were not adequately paid and the con- 
ditions of the agreement which they sigaed 
were not being carried out by the authorities. 
The older hands suffered like the younger 
members, and while their protesta, dictated by 
prudence and the desire not to endaogar their 
pensions, might not be so lond, there was not the 
least doubt of their ganuineness. This dissatis- 
faction which parmeated the Hongkong police 
would be published in the police organs with 
the result that the authorities would find a 
difficulty in recruiting. Men who ware veiring

pensions would not wait a day longer than 
necessary, while the younger men would leave 
as soon as their agreementa were fulfilled.

SURVIVOR'S STORY: THREES DAYS ON A RAFT. 


On October 4th the Norddeutscher Lloyd's 
steamer Aohaechang brought to Hongkong 
twenty-six survivors of the British steamer 
Charterhouse which vessel foundered about 
sixty miles from Hainan Head in the typhoon 
of September 29th. Twenty-four of the 
survivors were Chinese, the only European who 
was picked up being the Chief Engineer of the 
vessel, Mr. W. A. Dowse. Mr. Dowse, who was 
fortunate enough to get on a raft when the 
storm was at its height, has had a thrilling 
experience, being buffetted by wind and wave, 
scorched by a burning sun and without food 
and drink for three duys, On arrival here he 
went to hospital and was there visited by a 
Datly Press man, to whom he related his story. 

“The Charterhouse,” said the narrator, ‘ was 
commanded by Captain Clifton. Mr, Farquharson 
was her chief officer and Mr. J. Gregor her 
second. I was chief engineer aboard, Mr. C. 
Forbes second and Mr. A. Maurmann, third. 
Tam not sure of the number of crew she carried, 
but together with passengers there must hava 
been one hundred souls on bourd, and of these 
fully seventy are missing. 

“We left Hoihow on Friday, September 28th, 
at 3.3) p.m. and were overtaken by the typhoon 
by 10 p.m. We then had everything sh‘pshape; 
each man was at his post and all that could he 
done was d no to ride through the gale. Up 
till 2.30 am. the wind increased in velocity: 
carrying away masts and rails, while our vossel 
was tossed about like a cork first -on the 
mountainous waves, then in the trough of the 
gea, and considerable damage was wrought, 
The enginos were s3t at slow, and with 
the passing of every hour the storm increased 
and lessened the chance of our craft being 
able to ride safely through it. At 9 p.m. on 
the second day word was pissel that the ship 
was foundering. Her boats were got ready and 
the passengers aod crew lined up on deck. 
Owing to the heavy seas, however, it was found 
impossible to launch the boats. There was 
nothing for it but to get in them, wait till the 
ship sank a d take the chance of them floating 
off. 

“ Even in this last dark hour when our only 
hope of salvation lay in the frail boata of the 
ship. it is a noteworthy fact that no panic pre- 
vailed. Calmly the officers did their duty, aad

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| PLIGHT OF THE RAILWAY 
COOLIES. 


It will be remembered that a few weeks ago 
several hundred coolies, experienced i railway 
work, were brought down from the North for 
the purpose of constructing the railway line in 
the New Territory. + hortly after their arrival 
moat of them were altacked by malaria and were 

| incapacitated from work. The lack of ordinary 
attentions did not tend to a speedy recovery, 
and then when the typhoon came and swept 
away all their matshed< their plight was indeed 
pitiable. The contractor was helpless aud as no 
| assistance was forthcoming some of the men 
left Shatin and made for Kcwloon in the hopes 
of finding refuge. Some of them found their 
| way to the Disinfecting Station. where they 
| lay down and on being discovered by the officials 
wore sent to the hespital. The news evidently 
travelled to Shatin, for the result was that 
contingents of these northern coolies continued 
to arrive at the Disinfecting Station, adding to 
the difficulties of the already over-taxed officials. 
/s it is, some measure of relief ought to be 
quickly extended to the men in the New 
Territory. 


Two Chivese were engaged in the illegal 
occupation of fishin with dynamite at Shatau 
Kok on Sept, 30. when the charge held byone 
man exploded before he was prepared, with the 
result that he was blown to pieces aad his 
comrade severely injured.

EXTENSIVE SC PK 'F IT3 BUSINESS. 


Judging from the fact that many promising 
undertakings in Manchuria are incladed in the 
business of the South Manchuria Railway 
Company it is evidently intended by the 
Government to make the new company tha 
foundation of the economic administration in 
the territory, remarks Mr. Sasaki, Director of 
the new lokyo Railway Company. in his 
co ntribation to the Oriental Economist. Aa 
England made use of the East India. 
Company fur the deveo ment of India, so 
Japan aims at utilising the rai way company 
for a similar purpose. Apurt from the qnestion 
of the advisability or otherwise of allowing 
the company to engage in snch business as 
harbour works, maritime oarrying trade. or 
electric lighting, there is little doubt that the 
company's right to carry on coal mining and 
warehousing along with the railway business, 
will have a most baneficial effect in the develop- 
ment of Manchuria. Some people may 
blame the Government for permitting the 
company to engage in coal-mining, on the 
ground of the failure of a similar policy in 
respect to the Hokkaido. It must be remem. 
bered however, that circamstances are different 
as regards Manchuria and the Hokkaido. The 
fact that the Hokkaido Colliery Railway Com- 
pany has been compelled to attach more import- 
ance to its owo business even at the expense of 
retarding the development of the island asa 
whole must chiefly te attributed to the in- 
adequate equipment of transportation facilities. 
With regard to Manchuria, however, a speedy 
opening up of its resources can hardly be 
expected unless coal-mining is allied to the 
railway business. The transport capacity of the 
Manchurian railway when it is altered into 
the standard gauge as is intended, will be such as 
to leave ample room for public demand after 
making provision for the mining business. 

‘‘uruing to the warehousing business, it 
will be observed that the establishment of 
large warehouses at every important ststion 
where goods may be stored +8 oocas‘on req tires 
should be regarded as a progressive s‘ep in the 
railway business, On some of the great 
American railways, it seems, similar thing is 
already being done. ‘the praclica of sending 
a large qnantity of goods trom the producing 
districts direct to the centres of distribution 
irrespective of the condition of the market is 
not avery gonl plan, It is often liable to upset 
the equilibriam of the mar et, resultiog ina 
fall in price and consequent loss. If, on the 
other hand, goods ure stored at warehouses 
within easy reach of the railway, and transac- 
tions are carried on and deposit receipts issued 
by the warehouses, a better balance between 
supply and demand wonld be muintained 
aod the prodacera will ba less liable to loss. 

According (o the orders received by the 
company from the Government the line is to 
he reconstructed on the standard guage of 4ft. 
Shin. within three years from the commence- 

‘ment of busivess. This means that the Japa- 
' nese Government attacher more importancs to 
railway connections.in China aud Korea than 
to those with the Siberian line. It is considered 
that the reconstruction of the ‘anchurian 
railway on the Russian gauge would not only 
involve a greater expenditure of money but the 
Japanese authorities avid-ntly considir it 
inadvisable from a military psint of view. It 
would be a mistake to suppose that because

The Chinese believe that 
the dead doctor's prescriptions will act as a 
panacea. On the 25th instant, the son of a 
wealthy merchant here, surnamed Ho, who has 
been ill for some time, weat to worship the 
medicine man's spirit. While in the temple he 
was kiduspped by robbers, who afterwards 
drugged the young man and took him toa hotel 
in Fut Shan. Fortunately the proprietor, who 
was formerly a school-male of the victim, at 
once recognized him. The pitiable condition 
of the poor fellow roused his suspicions and he 
immedistely reported the matter to the police 
who succeeded in arresting one of the robbers.

The 
jury have taken, I am glad to say, a lenient 
view of your conduct of this occasion. Thay 
thought that the provocatiba whic1 you were 
subjected to so wrought on your emotions and 
your feelings that for the) moment your will 
was suspended and that thd intent which would 
be presumed from your acts did not oxist.

THE DUTIES AT NEWCHWANG. 
OFFICIAL EXPLANATION. 

The Japan Chronicle racently reported that 
the Japanese Military Administration Office at 
Nowchwang had abolished a likin duty (5 per 
cant. ad valorem) on white peas (daizn) and 
oilcake exported by Chinese marchants. It now 
states that the abolition of the duty was effected 
uoder instructions from the Governor-General 
of Kwantuaog. ; 

Since Russia retrocaded the Liaosi district to 
China in October 1902, the Chinesa Govern- 
ment hes established /:tin offices at Tienshantai 
aud “the Hopei station, on the shore opposite 
Newohwang, and has haan collecting likin on 
the goods brought to Newchwang by the Liao 
River and the Liaopai Riilway. When the 
duty is imposed by the Newohwang Customs, 
the Chinese have had to pay double duties 
on the same goods. Reoautly the Chinese 
merchants addressed a petition to the Makden 
General, asking that the likin daty imposed by 
the Nawchwang Customs bea abolished. The 
Makden General roferred the petition to the 
Governor-General of Kwangtang, with the 
result stated.

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THE SHANGHAI WATERWORKS. 

The Shanghai Waterworks and pumpiog 
station are situated about two anda half miles 
from the Garden Bridge, on Yangtsepoo P,oad 
The Company was formed in 188], and com- 
menced to supply Shanghai with water in 1883, 
and was the first venture of its kind to be started 
in China, The property owned by the Company 
is very extensive, covering an area of more than 
150 mow. The property on the river side of 
the roadway is nearly ull developed, bat ample 
room is still available for additional engines and 
boilers. To understand the process by which 
the turbid water of the Huangpu is converted 
into the clean water which the Company sup- 
plies, it is necessary to follow the different steps 
through which it passes before it is pamped into 
the maing and the water tower, ; 

SETTLING BESERYOIRS. Z 

The water is taken from the river at flood 
tide by gravitation and pumping, Thea two 
centrifugal pumps used for this purpose are 
housed on the bank of the river, and are capable 
of delivering into any of the reservoirs 1,250,000 
gallons per hour. There are four settling re- 
servoirs with a total capacity of 20,000,000 
gallons, and in them the water remains until 
the sediment and heavy matter are precipitated. 
When this is accomplished the water is pump- 
ed through floating suction pipes, so arranged 
that the top water is always drawn off while the 

-sediment on the bottom of the reservoir is not 
disturbed. 

SERVICE EESERVUIKS, FILTER BEDS, AND 

CLEAN WATER RESERVOIRS. 

The water from tle settling reservoirs is 
pumped into the service reservoirs, which are 
raised some ten to twelve feet so as to allow the 
water to flow by gravitation on to the filter beds. 
Each filter bed has special valves to regulate 
the flow and discharge. After passing through 
a thick layer of fine sand ai other filtering 
material (one filter bed contains about 4,000 tons 
of filtering material) the water again flows b 
gravitation to the clean water reservoir, viich 

- is entirely covered in, so as to prevent any 
possibility of pollutions from the atmosphere. 
This reservoir is about 20 feet deep, and is 
connected to the main pump wells by 30-inch 
pipes. This is the last stage before the water 
is puinped to Shanghai. ° 
THE ENGINE AND BOILER HOUSE. 

The main engine and boiler house is a hand- 
some and substantial building of castellated | 
design, containing four powerful pumping 
engines. Three of the engines are of the 
horizontal compound condensing type, while the 
fourth is one of Messrs. Hnthorn Davey's 
differential engines. These engines are designed 
to pump into the Settlement no less than 
14,000,000 gallons in twenty-four hours, though 
the maximum daily supply has never exceeded 

7,750,000 gallons. Like the rest of the Company's 

plant, the engines rre kept in splendid order, 

averything in the room being as brignt as the 

proverbial new pio. Steam is generated 

in four Lancashire boilers, and there are indica- 

tors and alarms to show the height of water 
in the tower, and to give warning of fires, 

so that the staff may be ready for any 
emergency. It is interesting to note the 
growth of the Company’s work from the dates 
on these engines. The first pair wore built 
in 1881, and were then considered large, but 
they were completely eclipsed by the engine 
installed ten years later, which was io turo 

dwarfed by the powerful pump put down in 
1901. The latter has a monster fly-wheel 16 
feet in diameter, weighing nearly 24 tons, 
and can account for about 250,000 gallons per 
hour. Yet in spite of its size and power the 
foundations upon which it stands are so solid 
that no vibration is felt, and it works almost 
noiselessly. The water finds its way to the 
tower and Shanghai through one 25-inch and 
two 20-inch trunk mains. For the accommoda- 
tion of the large engine, which has all the latest 
improvements that economy and _ efficiency 
demand, a new engine houses had to be built. 
Of the four boilers, only two are worked at a 
time, the other two being held in reserve; in 
fact, as far possible, the Company’s plant is in 
duplicate throughout to guard against the con- 
tingency of a stoppage in the water supply. 
The pumping station and compound are lighted 
by electricity supplied by a dynamo in the main 
engine house. : 


| NEW CONSTRUCTION. 
Extensive additions to the Company's works 
' are D-W in course of construction, the principal 
| item being a new clean water reservoir, which, 
when completed. will be capable of holding about 
, 1,500,000 gallons of filtered water. This reservoir 
‘is now approaching completion, and two addi- 
tional filter beds, the excavatio.: of which has 
| Just commenced, will be ready for usa in the 
i spring of net year. But by far the most 
important of the company’s new enterprises is 
the construction of another water tower in the 
Sings district. The growth of Shanghai and 
the great and uver-increasing demand for water 
have necessitated constant extensions of tha 
Company's mains, ard recently an additional 25 
1inch main has been lai! from the pumping 
station to connect direct with the new tower in 
Sinza, a distance of five miles from the pamping 
station, The-new tower, which is to be erected 
on a site quite close to the >tone Bridge 
will be of greater capacity than that in 
Kiangse Road. The cement concrete founda- 
tions are now nearly completed, and the huge 
granite blocks which are each to bear one of the 
seventeen columns are now being baa for 
the positions they are to occupy. ese blocks, 
which are said to be the largest blocks of granite 
that have ever been brought to Shanghai, 
weigh no less than six tons each. The new 
tower will be 125 feet high, go as to give pressure 
sufficient to provide an adequate water supply to 
: the high buildings lately put up or now in course 
of construction, 
THE PRESENT WATER TOWER. 
~The Water Tower in Kiangse Koad is of 
handsome design. 
livers water at a pressure of 40 lbs, to the square , 
ivch. The water is pumped from the works to 
the tower through the trunk mains already men- 
tioned, and is distributed through 62 miles of 
mains to the various districts extending nearly 
to the Point on Yangtze Road, the Rifle 
Range on the North, and J esfiold and Sicawei 
on the West. There are also 6/0 hydrants 
for useat fires, and for filling water carts. 
The summit of the water tower is reached by a 
spiral staircase round the central column, and 
129° steps have to be ascanded to reach the 
gallery that surrounds the tank. The demand 
for water varies at different hours of the day, 
being heaviest in the morning between sevan 
and noon, and again, in the summer months, 
between six and eight in the evening. Besides the 
ordinary domesticrequirements the Company sup- 
plies large quantities of water fof Municipal use, 
and to the shipping and manufactories. Power- 
fal steam water boats are emrloyed for 
supplying water to the shipping in harbour 
and outside Woosung. At the foot of the 
water tower there are extensive workshops, 
and a large godown fully stocked with water 
fittings of the latest design. A large staff of 
trained workmen is constantly employed in 
laying on hot and cold water fittings, and 
installing heating apparatus in pew buildings. 
Under a receut arrangement with the Muni- 


cipal Council the latter was given a large | 


number of shares in the Company, in whase 
deserved prosperity the ratepayers will now 
share DLN. 


THE HONGKONG TARGET. 

Our London correspoudent wrote on Sept. 
7th :—Some of your readers will probably be in- 
terested to learn that at the National Artille 
Volunteer meeting at Shoeburyness this week 
the target used for deciding the blue ribbon ” 
of the gathering is known in the Service as a 
Hongkong target. This consists of two ordin- 
ary targets, the length of a vessel apart, and 
represents the broadside of a ship. Jt was

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YOKOHAMA SPECIE BANK AND 
TRADE. 4 

At the 53rd general meeting of the Yokohatia 
Rpecio Bank the Acting President, Mr. 
Yamakawa, said that in spite of the general 
expectation that a sudden growth of onter- 
prise would follow on the wake of the 
saccessful outcome of the war, the market 
continued to show no signs of new activity. A 
good deal had been heard of expanding old 
enterprises and of startiag new ones; but, 
apparently, owing to the prevalent anxiety for 
the financial prospscts of the country, the 
capitalists showed reluctance ii vesting their 
funds. The deposit accounts of the banks 
awelled and found no outlet, causing the steady 
fall of the rate o interest. the lowering of 
the rate at the Central Bank twice within the 
term under review did not prove of much 
encouragement to enterprises. Such being 
the general state of affairs, the paying-in 
of 5 per cent. public bonds, and the issue 
of exchequer notes affected the inflated 
money-market but slightly The only call for 
; Money came towards the last part of the term . 
| to settle accounts for summer goods, raw silk, 
j etc. Otherwise, the term has been a very dull 
; half-year. The business of the bank itself had 
bean considerably extended since the war. 
Several branches and agencies had been psta- 
blished in Manchuria. One was recently added 
| at Liaoyang by the order of the Gevernmtent, 
| which, since the 18th of June, has undertaken 
'the agency for the Central Exchequer. In 
; Autunghien and Hankow the bank also has 
agencies, which opened business respectively on 
the Ist of July and the 11th of August. All 
the Manchurian branches, which have so far 
served maioly as agencies for the Central 
Exchequer, will soon commence to trans- 
act banking business. The work of re- 
deeming the War Notes will be transferred 
to the main office. The expansion of business at 
the branch offices will necessitate new buildings 
in place of the present offices which have been 
rented from the Government. The branches 
in Hawaii, Peking, Tokyo and other places feel 
the same need of spice. The expenses for 
these home and foreign offices are estimated at 
Y¥1 400,000. The expenses will be refunded 
from the reserves made from the commissions 
received for the floating of the public loan 
bonds and such other extra incomes. The 
expansion of business will also necessitate the 
increase of the number of directors, for which 
matter amendment in the regulations is pro- 
posed in document. Mr. Yamakawa's speech 
concluded with the announcement of the gifts 
of Y40,U00 and Y20,00 respectively to ox- 
President Soma and the late ex-Vice- President 
Misaki, in appreciation of their long servicos 
to the Bank.

Mr. P. Eduljee, in his report dsted Hangkong, 
5th October, 1906, says :-—-The tensiun in our yarn 
intensely acute and 
alarming proportion. ‘The facilities granted by 
foreign’ importers to the trade, as mentioned in 
last report, having been deemed inadequate, the 
nine native y«rn-deiling firms in this Colony 
have ina joint letter to. the importers asked for 
further concessions, as embodicd in the under- 
mentioned five proposals, stating “ that if no relief 
is afforded or means of relief devised sodn, bank- 
ruptey and ruin will be certain consequence." 
They propose : . 
1.—-That yarn dealers be allowed tu [pay one- 
third of any difference in purchase price with 
present value on taking delivery, and the balance 
of two-thirds be paid by Promissory No for 12 
months, such Promissory Notes to he made at the 
end of the current month, when the total of the 
two-thirds owing can be totalled up and sscer- 
tained. : ; 
2.--Such Promissory Notes for 12 ihonths, if 
not paid on due date, half to be paid then, and the 
other half to be paid by a further Broviaory 
Note for 12 months, at the expiration! of which 
date no further time to be asked for or allowed. 
3.—That 12 months be allowed yarn pera to 
clear all balance of stock purchased and not taken 
delivery of. |

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| 4.—That foreign firma and im enter into 
an agreement with the undersigned nine yarn - 
dealing firms to deal exclusively with them for 
the term of 3 years, and with no other new firms: 
that might come into existence during that 
period.

! hale due on our present purchased but not taken 
i delivery of stock. 
| Apart from the extravagant nature of some 
‘ of the demands, and taking into consideration the 
[extent and magnitude of the transactions, the 
| serious loss in values, the incessant arrivals of 
‘contract goods, and the varied and extensive 
interests involved, the possibility of the proposals 
| heing accepted by importers is very remote. The 
turn that the next fortnight or two will bring 
forth is therefore looked forward to with great 
‘auxicty by all concerned. Whilst, this'is being 
written we hear of a large dealer with heavy 
liabilities having disappeared from the market. 
Sales of the interval are nil, arrivals amount. 
to 6.736 hales, stocks estimated at 88,500, and sold 
but uncleared goods in native hands 57,000 bales.

PIECE GOODS. 


Measrs. Noel, Murray & Co.'s Report on the 
Shanghai Piece Goods Trade, dated Shanghai, 
27th September, 1906, states:—Fortuitous circum- 
stances over which we had no control forced us to 
write a very brief report last week, not that there 
was anything of much importance to record. 
Still there was the disastrous typhoon on the 18th 
inst. in [fongkong which wreaked such havoc, and 
its hearing on this trade is likely to have some 
effect on account of the heavy loss of goods that 
were in lighters alongside the steamers, both 
discharging and loading. It will be some time 
before this will he known even approxiinately, 
butit is a fact that fully three-fourths of the 
foreign lighters, in addition to hundreds of native 
eraft, were sunk in the harbour. And it is also 
known that the loss to Marine Insurance Com- 
panies in London amounts to a million sterling. 
With this wholesale wreckage of lighters, laun- 
ches, wharves and quays the trade of the Colony, 
already bad, is now absolutely paralised, and it 
is impossible fur this market to render assistance, 
though doubtless a good proportion of the future 
arrivals of optional cargo will find its way here, 
at least that is the fear, Our market showns no 
improvement in the way of clearances. The 
situation at present is this: the dealers have ample 
aupplies of goods on hand, against which they 
have had to pay the bills when exchange contracts 
became due, and these, together with the lar 
supplies they know they can aun on weekly at 
the Auctions, are suple to meet the present con- 
sumptive demand. They therefore have to 
trouble the import houses very little for fresh 
goods, und appear quite able to regulate prices, as 
is evidenced by the Auction results; and though 
this, of couree, applies more to Manchester goods 
than to American makes, they admit that they 
would be able to sell large quantities of the latter 
if they conceded a little more in price than they 
are nut present willing to do. ‘They evidently 
realise that the buyers in the Northern markets 
are taking every advantage of the situation here 
as regarda supplies, and are determined to resist 
the squeeze if possible. Manufacturers can best 
serve the interests of their supporters here, as 
well as their own, but abstaining for a while from 
pressing their goods on this market. Give it an 
absolute rest for four or five months and let 
holders here have a chance of working off the un- 
wieldy stock, before goods are thrust on the mar- 
ket again. It must not be forgotten that, in uddi- 
tion to the high cost originally of the goods here, 
it has been considerably enhanced by interest and 
atorage charges. “Unless some concerted action 
of that nature % arranged there will be such an 
upheavel in this trade as has never before been 
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seen. The native dealers are almost unanimous 
in their decision not to entertain any more forward 
busineaa until after China New Year, and the 
small quantity that would he bought by Foreign 
importers on spec. makes it absolutely necessary 
for the mills to shut down on export cloths for 
the time being, that being the only way to get 
the trade back into a sound and healthy state 
again. This of course refers more especially to 
heavy American makes, as Manchuria, the chief 
consumer, cannot possibly be in a position to take 
more than a fraction at present of what her sub- 
sequent capacity may he when China comes to her 
senses and carries out in a right way her duty to- 
wards those countries with which she has com- 
mercial treaties.“ According to a late telegram | 
taken from a Japanese paper, the three leading | 
commercial powers, Great Britain, the United | 
States and Germany are in favour of Newchwang | 
being declared a free port if China does not quickly ; 
carry out her obligations, which is as it shauld he. 
The near approach of the Mid-Autumn Festival, 
2nd October, is adding a little more to the apparent 
stagnation, after which the natives quite expect 
to see a more general movement in spot cargo. 
This seems highly probable, as most of the country 
Merchants have returned to their homes for the 
time heing. Meanwhile the Auctions do not. 
indicate that the demand is so deadly dull. 
There is notbing of importance from any of our 
dependencies. In Newchwang it is said goods 
have been moving with a little more freedom, and 
with a trifle less restraint frow official quarters 
quite a good business could tx done. Na orders 
for fresh supplies of goods have reached here, but 
it is significant that buyers of yaru have been in 
the market here during the interval. Manchester 
manufacturers are weakening in syinpathy with 
cotton, and the feeling is that they would be more 
likely than not to accept a firm offer three to four 
pence below their quotations. ‘Ihe position of 
Cotton is resonsible for this and should be well 
horne in mind. The Liverpool quotation for 
“spot” Mid-American is 5.50d. but September- 
Octoher has dropped to 5.1kd. while 5d. 1s quoted 
for January.
